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ADVISORY ACTION 

Applicant's amendment of 2-21-06 has been fully considered. The proposed amendment 
will not be entered because the argument presented has not overcome the previous rejection of 
112/1^' paragraph (Scope of Enablement). 

Claims 1-42, 49 and 50 are cancelled. 

Claims 53-57 have been newly submitted which is directed to an invention that is 
independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: The 
intended diseases in said claims are mediated (specifically) by PDE III and PDE IV isoenzymes. 
Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented invention, this 
invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution on the merits. 
Accordingly, claims 53-57 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a non-elected 
invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

Claims 43-48, 51 and 52 are still pending and rejected under 35 USC 1 12/1^* paragraph. 

Applicant's remark indicated the claimed method of treatment was enabled by Example 
A and Example E (in-vivo tests). Although Example A. showed the compounds ''caused 
complete inhibition of the contractile response^^ of the isolated trachea, such an activity is not 
indicative of the inhibition of phosphodiesterase isoenzyme as required by the claimed method. 
Example E only illustrated the activity of compound #1 on the inhibition of histamine induced 
bronchospasm, and inhibition of the recruitment of eosinophils to the lungs. Again, the result did 
not reflect an activity on phosphodiesterase isoenzyme. Besides, the administering mode of 
''exposure to dry powder'' is rather unusual, and not really practical. Furthermore, the activity of 
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one compound cannot be extrapolated to the entire Markush group because different terminal 
groups on each compound could drastically alter the activity of that compoimd. 

All and all, applicant's argument has not been found persuasive to overcome the previous 
rejection of 1 12/1^^ (Scope of Enablement).
